Entertainment in Aid of the Naval 


Apprentices' Club Room. 


On Monday evening next, Aug. 10, the 


Naval apprentices will give a grand en- 
tertainment at the Skating Itinkin aid 
of the club room for which the citizens 
of Newport have made some generous 
contributions. The object of the Club 
Room, which is to be established in a 
central part of the city, is to afford a 
place secure from pernicious influences, 
where the apprentices, when at liberty, 
can find not only shelter in inclement 
weather, but also tho means of refresh- 
ment aud amusement at the least possi- 
ble cost. At present there are no such 
places of suitable size, except beer sa- 
loons in the city. The generosity of the 
citizens and others interested in the ap- 
prentices has contributed a sum almost 
sufficient to build the room. The pro- 
posed entertainment in addition to con- 
tributing means to the rooms, is to show 
the public, as far as practicable, some 
of the drills and exercises that form 
part of the instruction at the Training 
Station. The nautical part of such in- 
struction cannot well he shown in an 
exhibition on shore, but it is hoped that 
what is shown, may add to the interest 
already evinced in the endeavor to 
create an efficient and creditable body 
of seamen of our own nationality for 
the naval service. The apprentices are 
enlisted between the ages of 14 and 18 
years and in addition to the other re- 
quirements must be of good moral char- 
acter, which fact, all available means 
ire taken to ascertain. They-remain-on 
the stationary Training Ship "New 
Hampshire" at this Station only long 
enough to teach them the manner of life 
on a man-of-war, and such parts of their 
duties as the limited time (about six 
months for the older and larger boys) 
will permit From the "New Hamp- 
shire" the apprentices go to the cruis- 
ing Training Ships where they remain 
a year, and they are drafted to the reg- 
ular cruising ships of tneNavy, to serve 
until they are 21 years of age, when they 
ire discharged, and given such encour- 
agement to re-enlist as the benefits of a 
continuous service certificate contain.

THE GOELET CU1' 11KOATTA. 


A Yachting CruiMt of Unprecedented 111- 


The New York Yacht Club, now on 


its annual cruise, arrived in Xewporl 
Saturday afternoon and remained until 
Wednesday morning when they spread 
their white wings and sailed for New 
Bedford. The Goelet cups were raced 
for on Mouday, over the usual course 
with a southerly wind, and the Puritan 
and IVUdlla, the two now sloops buili 
i y Boston and New York, respectively, 
for the coming iuter-uatioual race, be- 
ing entered, unprecedented interest waa 
felt on all sides. Yachts from other 
clubs w$ro attracted to the scene of ac- 
tion and nearly a hundred of these 
handsome craft rode at anchor in the 
harbor from Saturday to Monday. The 
two new sloops, togetherwith the Eng- 
lish cutter Genesta which has been sent 
OfW here to Capture the America cup 
and which joined the fleet here Sunday 
night, were the centre of attraction and 
their fine points were closely studied by 
connoisseurs from all parts of the coun- 
try. 


Monday proved all that could he de- 


sired for a race iu which the capabili- 
ties of new craft were to be tested, both 
wind and sea being such as only first- 
class yachts could Weather. Tbe place 
of starting was off Brentcn'g Iteef Light- 
ship and to tliis point boats of all class- 
es and descriptions weuded their way. 
After nearly an hour's delay the com- 
mittee's boat took its position and 
sounded the signal for falling into line 
and. tho .yachts that meant business 
came to time and those that meant 
merely pleasure laid off with the suo 
of common craft to view the scene. 


Of tlie twuiity-one yachts which bad 


entered for the race only ten made the 
start, and these, with one or two excep- 
tions had lioused their topmasts and 
some had gone HO far as to reef their 
mainsails. The Puritan was the first 
to cross the line closely followed by the 
Fortuna, Priscilla, Mohican, Grayling, 
Isis, Gracie, Athlon, and Bedouin in 
the order named. As soon as they had 
got fairly on the course, a large number 
of boats, filled with passengers inter- 
ested in the race, started in pursuit. 
These latter included, besides yachts 
and the judges' boat, steamtugs Leader 
of Boston, Geo. A. Dean of Taunton, 
and Nellie of Now Bedford. 


The course was aboutforty-five miles, 


to and around the Sow-aiid-Pigs and 
tlie Hen-antl-Chickens lightships, back 
to the starting, and was covered by the 
racers as follows:

THE ARRIVAL. 


The first to reach her anchorage in 


this harbor was the Puritan at 3.30. 
The Priscilla was only twelve minutes 
behind her, and she was followed by 
the Mischief, Fortuua, Isis, and Norse- 
man in the order named. This gives 
the victory from Cottage City to the two 
Boston boats which won the Goelet 
cups on Monday. The fleet will proba- 
bly spend Sunday in Newport.

Carey Smith, and 10 an iron, centre- 
board sloop M feet long over all, 85 feet 
on the water-line, 22jfeet 5 inches beam, 
0 feet depth of hold, and 7 feet 9 inch- 
es draught of water, with a displace- 
ment of 114 tons. The best of every- 
thing in the matter of building and fit- 
tings have been given her, and she is 
commanded by Captain Samuel Gib- 
son, formerly of the Vixen. 


The Puritan was built for Boston 


parties by George Lawley & Sons of 
South Boston, from designs by Edward 
Burgess of Boston. She is a centre- 
board sloop of the following dimen- 
sions: Longthjover all 03 foot; length 
on the water Hue, 80 feet; breadth, 23 
feet; draught, 8 feet 2 inches. Her sails 
were made by McManus & Son of Bos- 
ton. She is owned by members of the 
Eastern Yacht Club.

History of Yachting in Newport 


The sharp reports of tbe swivelt and the 
muaical riug of tlie auchor chains announced 
ilia arrival of the yacliwto-day, while tho yachts 
like great white-wi»geti bittlti gwept lu on near- 
ly their/ortieth aimuul iiuiuigratUm iiortuwanl. 
Declu and wharves were crowded to wituena tbe 
bemuirulslgut.thutnever falls to draw to the 
water'H edge all who cau get away, tor a »i>are 
uioiueut or *o, from work, but more thaii ever 
was there Interest expreiued on acco>uit of tlie 
cup at atake, and reminded many of »iiuiUr 
•cene* and exclamation* in the pant, which the 
prewnt vlrounutauce^ brought luck vividly. 
For iiuUiitx, along fn. tbe tnlrUea, about tbe 
time Fremont waa uuihing hit way westward 
through trmckleM foreiu and hostile peoples, 
there atoo pushed iu way through a harbor full 
ofiuerubautuentcoantinK»oboouen, and ttoh- 
ing-uuaclu a little copper-fastened schooner, 
about the »lae of a large yawl, with uhtnliig 
black sides, graceful lines, and bright brass 
flxingn, that at once gave rbe to » perfect 
cbonui of wondering expression* at the teiuer* 
ity ofitu owners. Col. John Wiuthrou, of New 
Orleaiis, and his Carolinian friend, Mr. Iiard, 
In venturing in th* rough sew between thla 
place andthe"Hub"onaToyage to this pan 
of tbe coast. Tbe boatswain dropped anchor 
off tbe Mill street wharf, and at oiice half the 
town flocked to ae« tbe yaobt "Pathfinder," so 
named for the famous pioneer whom all beard 
was *o courageously pushing on to the wwtera 
shores of theland. Whether it waa the name 
or tbe craft that so excited curiosity is uncer- 
tain, though probably tbe Utter, as the affair 
was the ftm yacht that ever entered tbe har- 
bor. K waa, in fact, the pioneer of other croft 
of similar nature, and made the days pass 
pleasantly for a great nuinter of prominent 
men. Henry Clay, among others, acknowledg- 
ed the fascination of yachting in 
Newport 
waters. Itut a change, as years rolled on, came 
over "tbe spirit of its dream," for it fell from 
its high estate in the presence of more pre- 
tentious craft, lost one of ftx masts, and now 
rides quietly at its moorings in Dumpling's 
Cove, laden with flsb. Speed; not coinfort,iiow 
became tbe demand of yachtsmen, and again 
general surprise was aroused in Kuwport, 
and vicinity when the great symmetrical, 
ttuely finished hull of the sloop-rigged Maria 
swept, at a great speed, up the channel and 
presented an immense spread of canvas to the 
admiring gaze of the public. As tlie yacht was 
beautifully fltted-up below decks, and had be- 
sides many Improvements al*>ve them, notably 
a hollow boom, "wonderful" was the only term 
used in speaking of the yacht. Meanwhile the 
lesser craft from New t'ork shores, Buzzard's 
Bay, Hoston Harbor, and even as far south as 
1'liilailelpliia, glided in here during the forties, 
on their way to New Bedford,, where the animal 
regatta was usually held, though Newport waa 
more than uime electrified by a large party of 
visitors, and a lively visit, as when Com. J, C. 
Stevens headed, in the "Lacoquflle," a fleet of 
some seventeen yachts one August day fn 1&1G. 


Five years later club circles here as elsewhere 
were stirred to the depths by tho report of the 
America's victory overall the keeliioats and 
cutters fn England's yacht fleets, and capture oi 
the Queen's cup; then the question of keeping 
it brought Bpecd more than ever before tho 
minds or yachtsmen ami their admirers here. 
Vieiiig with the Maria of Commodore Stevens 
in iKipular esteem and wouder was Mr. Jled- 
low's "NarragaiifKitt," -which, with its great, 
black hull, iU.lofty spread rf <:anva;, tine lines, 
and success in winning prizes here, there aim 
everywhere, received fjuitc an ovation on its 
trips and visit* in this vicinity. Whither it 
h;ut disianpeareil In oft the query of its former 
ailiniri'rs. Probably no gathering of yachts- 
men, enthusiastic as ait were in the sport, at- 
tracted as much attention in those years before 
the war as that which tilled the harbor before 
the city with three ecore ot these beautiful ves- 
sels on tlie occasion of Mr. William 9. Wet- 
more'H fete in honor of Mr. George rcnbody in 
1857. From consulting tiie lists of residents 
and owners of that time, it can be seen that 
then, as now. a largo proportion of the best 
vessels was tlie property of the summer resl- 
dontH,small .in numlter, as they, comparatively 
.shaking were. Still the fleet under the com- 
mand of Commander Kdgar, on the well-known 
Widgeon, with the famed winner of prizes, 
Julia, of J. W. Waturbury, sailed away to race 
t New Hertford, much to tho disgust of tho 
townspeople, who considered that some one 
should urge their claims and natural advan- 
tages forhavingthcregatta here. Stcrnerwork 
lay before the crews before many more years 
had passed, tho yacht owners devoting them- 
selves and their projicrty to tlieir country's 
cause, foremost in which, grantt work was Mr. 
James (iordon Jlennett, the younger, whoso 
.splendid vessel, tho Henrietta, did excellent 
work in tho coast service. At tho close of the 
wnr, yatclwmen took up tlie ai>ort again with 
itruater z«et thaii ever. Xewnort's interest In 
the matter increasing through Mr. Bennett's 
urging her facilities and offering prizes on 
courses (sailed just outside tUe Iteef. Hero 
again atfhls time, Newport witnesses a new de- 
parture iu yachting In the. Clara Clareta, a 
schooner-rigged steamer one hundred and 
twenty feet fn length, «did to l>c the first steam 
pleasure yacht In the country. From Its deck, 
the owner, Mr- Leonard W. Jerome, of Now 
York, watched Mr. L. Livingstone's "Annie'' 
l*at Mr. E. A. 0. Mallony's "Kate," on a course 
i>f fourteen miles to IJlock Island and back for 
a purse of $1000. Regattas now followed each 
otlioryearafteryear.interest gradually ceasing 
:.« they Iwcane more and more a matter of 
course, till the Cambria furor again aroused 
<:iirio*ity and excitement to fever heat as the 
contestants glided up the Sound to settle the 
controversy In this neighborhood. Off they 
start, thirteen schooners and three sloops, to 
race in the fair breeze and weather for Captain 
Asbury's {cups, and the Magic wins by about 
eight [minute* (wiling time, beating the Cam- 
bria M the i'almer had done a few (lays before 
at New York, while the Madeline and lliantom 
do likewise on the ninth of the next month, and 
Captain Asbury seeks revenge by the Livonia 
the following year,and again is there jubilation 
in yachting circles here, where were during 
August some twenty-eight well-known vessels 
tieaded by Commodore Itennett'4 Dauntless. 
Tlie citizens showed their interest and desire 
Tor the vessels to remain and come again by 
putting ui> the "Newport Cup," for the Sappho 
to win, while the Magic takes the Dennett cups 
from tbe Tidal Wave. Listleaanera character- 
ized the October races as well at those of the 
Following year. The "Newport Citizens Cup of 
]8T5," shows unabated zeal In tbe sport, and, 
indeed, the races for this and the two following 
years were most exciting and a lively interest 
was shown In the harltor and bay races of the 
Newport Yacht Club, under Commodore L. S. 
Homans. Cat-boat races for tbe Lorillard prizes 
also tended to make these years reniemtwred in 
yachting annals, though jn '76 the If. Y. Y. C. 
iwstponetl its regatta, on account of tbe death 
of I>r. Woodruff, the fleet surgeon, till Scptem- 
l*r and to the New York course—so Commo- 
dore (i. L. Kingstand in tho "Alarm" beaded 
the fleet back down the Sound. Clubs from up 
the Bay, from the eastward, and from the south- 
ward are now constant visitors here. Again 
is the complaint bean! as Ittfore tbe America 
and Cambria incidents that yachtsmen "pro* 
fer to cruise than race and will not enter races," 
changing lined for comfort instead of sitct'd. 
Hut they were again to get enthused In 1881 
when the Scottish cutter, Madge, r.i ccd the 
Shadow, of Boston, and was l>eaten by twenty- 
three minutes or more on a thirty-mile race to 
the windward, and again Inter nearly beaten, 
except for mismanagement of the Wave. The 
Madge ftill lies dismasted at the wharf, with 
not so much seemingly as a copper tack for the 
racingcrewto cling to. Agninln the next year 
was surmise rife, regarding the future of Mr.G. 
H. Warren's Maggie, of English build, against 
the Vixen In a fliteen-mile race to the wind- 
ward for a $250 cup, but as usual the American 
model was shown to be still the correct thing. 
Now Mr. Warren comes here with the "Stran- 
cer" to try issues again, and it will be a mat- 
ter of keen Interests to see whether the newly 
modelled successor ot tbe Maggie will meet 
with better luck tlian xhe. Tlie Montauk's and 
Oracle's rdcords In the '83 race for the Goelet 
CUM, also stand a fair chance of being beaten 
this year as well, while Interest, above all 
others, centres, of course, on the Puritan, and 
ntncsta. Thus Newport, as will be seen from 
tbew briefly noted incidents, has ever been 
foremost among those concerned in this fas-

General Grant in New York to-day, are 
now completed and thc-fiineral pageant 
will doubtless be the largest and finest 
ever seen in this country.

Growing Turnips. 


From now until the middle of Augus 
is the best time for sowing turnip scec 
To grow a good crop of these usefu 
roots the ground needs only to be mod 
crately rich, but the surface must be 
thoroughly pulverised by harrowing 
and, if possible, rolling and dra»-log 
ging. If you have no other suitable 
ground, a very good way is to li 
a. wheat stubble aud cultivate : 


!>reak u] 
aud bar 
row the same until the surface is com 
pletely pulverised, afterapplying there- 
on from 250 to 300 pounds of superphos- 
phate to the acre. For covering the 
seed there is nothing better than a drag- 
log, as it not oidy crushes the clods, 
but so presses the earth to the seed as 
to cause them to vegetate more readily. 
A turnip must start to grow at once, or 
it will be destroyed by the "fly" or be 
choked by the weeds. 


In sowing care must be taken not to 


sow the seed too thick, and to prevent 
doing so the best'way is to mix the 
same with plaster or ashes, or moisten 
the whole with a very little water. It 
is. always best, too, to sow as soon after 
a rain as the ground can be worked, as 
failures more frequently occur by scnv- 
ieg just before a rain than from any 
other cause. AVlieu sown before a rain 
the ground is not only more apt to 
bake, but if the rain is heavy the land 
will run together and become so com- 
pnct and hard as to delay the seed from 
coming up till'the weeds have gotten a 
start, and thus crowd out the tender- 
plants. But if sown after a rain the 
turnips will start to grow at once, and 
grow so rapidly as to keep out of th 
way of both the fly and weeds. Fo

Organized as society already is in 
part, ami as it is rapidly coming to be 
in the whole, this is hard on wonici 
It is a dream whose high price the 
havoto pay. It puts them out of a 
relation to the one means recognized i 
modern life which either a woman or 
man can rely on with confidence tc 
help or protect himself. It goes ou th 
idea that women have no relations t 
money except to spend it as it is dole 
out to them, or as, in exceptional cases 
showered ou them with demoralizing 
profusion. It takes away from Uiei 
the moral training of earning mono 
and administering it, and leaves thoi 
helpless 'when the masculine mrppoi 
fails and they are required to win the 
own way in a world whose thrift begin 
for women as well as for men, with th 
maxim: "Put money iti thy purse." 
Money to the well-trained and exper 
enced man, is a word of large meaning 
It means diameter, energy, iudustr; 
prudence, self-control; and these ai 
ideas which the function of a goo 
housewife trains her to comprehem 
As a rule she gets ahead of the man i 
her mastery over them. 


But there are other things in man' 


acquaintance 
with money, withou 


which his power to get or keep it woul 
be m small as Inn wife's, but which sh 
has no opportunity at all to so much a 
look nt. 


Some far-seeing men tliat we know o 


have mot the difficulty by training the!
